Michigan Ave. Slated For Paving This Spring 


Five blocks of Michigan Avenue, from 
Park to Ottawa, will be paved this year as 
part of the City of Grayling’s annual street 


program. ‘ 


The Michigan Avenue blocks were added 
to the city’s main project of improving 11 
blocks on the north side and an alternative 
prv, -ct of improving one block each of Plum 
and Jonia. Paving Michigan Avenue will 
cost an estimated $51,000 and the city was 
able to include it in this year’s project 
because of low bids. 


Grayling City Manager Jerry Morford 
said bids for the main projects and alter- 
natives came in about 20 percent lower 
because of reduced asphalt prices. The city 
was estimating asphalt prices at $30 a ton 
but falling oil prices dropped the low bid to 
about $24 a ton.

by the city council at their meeting Monday 
night is estimated to be $230,000. 

The city council voted to delete two alter- 
natives from this year’s program. By add- 
ing the Michigan Avenue project, there 
wasn’t enough money this year to improve 
the end of Ingham Street and pave the city 
park parking lot. 

Michigan Avenue became a priority for 
the city this spring when potholes started 
winning the war along the five block stretch. 
The section from Park to Ottawa is the only 
part of Michigan Avenue that has not been 
paved in more than 15 years, and Morford 
said it is not surprising it started breaking 
up this spring. 

The city’s street program this year could 
be started as early as the first part of May 
and possibly could be completed by the 
middle of June. A pre-construction meeting 
is set for April 22 with Searles Construction, 


County Says Yes To Medical 
Control Bd., No To Upgrading 


Crawford Ambulance Corps 


Crawford County Commissioners agreed 
to participate in a proposed Medical Control 
Authority Board, but voted against offering 
limited advanced life support ambulance 
service. 

Mercy Hospital asked commissioners to 
support both proposals. 

The Medical Control Authority Board will 
adopt and monitor minimum medical care 
standards for transporting and emergency 
care services. The Michigan Dept. of Public 
Health has a goal of establishing a medical 
control authority board for every county by 
the end of this year. Hospitals within a 
region have the authority to establish the 
boards and Mercy Hospital is proposing to 
start an authority board to cover both Craw- 
ford and Roscommon counties. Mercy Hos- 
pital has the power to appoint members to 
the board and they asked the county to 
recommend a member of the county com- 
missioners to serve. Commissioner Larry 
Mattis was recommended by the county for 
appointment to the new board. 

The physician in charge of the emergency 
room at Mercy Hospital has to be a member 
of the authority board and other members 
may be hospital emergency room person- 
nel, pharmacists, emergency services per- 
sonnel, county representatives, and others 
involved in pre-hospital care. 

Crawford County Commissioners did not 
support a proposal from Mercy Hospital to 
upgrade the county ambulance service to 
limited advanced life support. 

The county currently offers basic care 
ambulance service. Limited advanced life 
support - the next step up - allows the am- 
bulance personnel to start I.V.’s (in- 
travenous therapy) and perform airway 
management procedures such as an endo- 
tracheal intubation or esophageal obturator 
airway. With limited advanced life support, 
there is also a communication line provided 
between the ambulance personnel and a 
hospital-based doctor. - 

Commissioner Bill Ruddy said the main 
reason the county did not support the pro- 
posal was that most of the Emergency 
Medical Technicians (EMTs) of the am- 
bulance corps were not in favor at this time 
of taking the extra 108 hours of training 
necessary to provide the limited advanced 
life support service. 

Tony Doremire, director of the Crawford 
County Ambulance Corps, estimated the 
county would need at least five or six EMTs 
to take the training and advance to EMT 
Specialist in order to offer the limited ad- 
vanced life support. 

Ruddy said the county also did not go 
along with the increased ambulance service 
proposal because of differences in estimates 
by Mercy Hospital and the ambulance 
corps. 


Mercy Hospital estimates 206 patients out 
of a total of 471 transported by the county 
ambulance corps in 1985 would have bene- 
fited from limited advanced life support. 
The ambulance corps estimates only about 
20 patients in 1985 would have benefited 
from the limited advanced life support ser- 
vice. 

The estimated cost for the training of the 
EMTs also differs. Mercy Hospital, which 
says it will provide the clinic for the training 
and work with the county to fund the train- 
ing for the first group, estimates a cost of 
$350 a person. The ambulance corps 
estimates it will cost less than half of that a 
person. 

Both Mercy Hospital and the ambulance 
corps do agree it will cost about $6,000 to in- 
stall portable radios and other equipment in 
the county’s two ambulances needed to pro- 
vide limited advanced life support service. 

Doremire said he was not in favor of add- 
ing the limited advanced life support ser- 
vice at this time. 

‘‘Let’s set up the Medical Control 
Authority Board, set up minimum stan- 
dards, and make sure our basic skills are at 
the 100 percent level. When we’re as good as 
we possibly can be at the basic level, then 
we can move on. If we don’t insure our basic 
skills are as good as they can be, it will hurt 
more than help to move on right now.” 

Ruddy said the Crawford County Am- 
bulance Corps will still provide the same 
excellent basic service to the entire county. 
In Frederic Township, Maple Forest Town- 
ship, and the northern half of Lovells (north 
of Town Line Road), the Frederic am- 
bulance crew provides primary coverage 
and the county provides back-up coverage. 
The county ambulance corps also have an 
agreement with Kalkaska County to provide 
coverage for the east part of Kalkaska 
County (along Goose Creek and Riverview 
Road) in the 348 telephone exchange area. 

Currently 10 EMTs and 3. licensed atten- 
dants work in the county ambulance corps 
to provide emergency service 24 hours a day 
seven days a week. The county corps also 
provide transfer service for any county 
resident if a vehicle and crew is available. 

“We can’t jeopardize our emergency ser- 
vice to provide transfers,”’ Doremire said. 

Always having an ambulance crew avail- 
able for emergency runs can be difficult. 
Take last Thursday, April 10th, for example. 
A county ambulance was dispatched to an 
auto accident caused from ice forming on 
the road. As soon as the ambulance re- 
turned, two ambulance personnel, whe are 
also volunteer firemen, had to leave for a 
fire call. Another ambulance call for an ac- 
cident came in and extra ambulance per- 
sonnel had to be called. After the second ac-

Land Bill Will Net 
Extra $28,000 a Year 
For Crawford County 


A bill introduced by State Senator Connie 
Binsfeld (R-Maple City) to increase pay- 
ments to Crawford, Kalkaska and Otsego 
Counties in lieu of taxes on state-owned, 
National Guard properties in these counties, 
passed the Senate Finance Cornmittee April 
9, and will now move to the full Senate for a 
vote. 

The bill, SB 607, amends a 1913 statute 
providing for 10 cents per acre to be paid to 
the counties in lieu of state taxes. This legis- 
lation increases the sum to one dollar per 
acre. There are 45,300 acres involved with 
approximately 30,000 in Crawford, 14,300 in 
Kalkaska and 1,285 in Otsego Counties. 

The bill would bring in about $28,000 a 
year for Crawford County, with the Craw- 
ford AuSable School District receiving 
about 48 percent, the county 42 percent, the 
townships 7 percent, and C.0.0.R. 2-3 per- 
cent. 

The bill is the result of some detective 
work by Crawford County Commissioner 
Garland “‘Bud’’ Joyce.

needed. 

He said the order requires ratepayers to 
pay “$400 million per year for power we 
don’t need for power we won't need in this 
decade, and would be obtainable for costs 
far lower than you are allowing today.” 

Saul Waldman, Edison’s Vice President 
for Public Affairs, said the rate hike is 
“digestible. It keeps rates well within 
reason and competitive.” 

He said the company believes all the 
costs incurred in building the plant were 
justified, but said it is too early to say if the 
utility would challenge the PSC’s dis- 
allowed costs. 

He said the utility is at least a month 
away from the NRC approval to restart 
testing of the plant after it was shutdown 
for several problems, including diesel 
generators, security and NRC criticism of 
management. 

In another energy related matter, a new 
study by the Rand Corporation predicts 
that Michigan’s electricity consumption. 
could increase by up to 3.9 percent per 
year for the next eight years, confirming 
other projections that additional electrical 
generating capacity will probably be need- 
ed by 19M. 

The 18month study was commissioned 
by the Bechtel Power Corporation, one of 
the world’s largest designers and builders 
of power plants and major contractor for 
the stalled Consumers Power Midland 
plant. 

William Henry, Bechtel vice-president 
and Ann Arbor office manager, said, 
“‘Michigan’s rate of electricity consump- 
tion could increase between 1.0 percent 
and3. 9 percent per year. 

The Public Service Commission staff 
has estimated a 1.2 percent average 
growth in overall demand through the year

Ever since someone first 
dumped smelt into Higgins 
Lake and a self-sustaining 
population. has developed, 
questions have arisen as to 
why it is not legal to dip them 
on their spring spawning 
runs. 


empowers the Director of 
the Department of Natural 
Resources to designate 
waters where smeit and cer- 
tain rough fish may be taken 
by hand net. This order 
opens portions of 10 streams 
in 7 counties statewide. 

As of yet, tributaries of 
Higgins Lake have not been 
included. The main reason 
for this omission, is that 
these tributaries run through 
private property. They are 
not navigable, therefore the 
landowners have strict con- 
trol over their use. 

If these streams were to be 
opened for smelt dipping, 
each person who entered pri- 
vate property to do so would 
have to have written per- 
mission from each property 
owner over whose land he 
travelled or be guilty of tres- 
pass. 

I am sure you can see the 
problems which would be 
encountered. I am just as 
sure that if you were a land- 
owner, you wouldn’t care to 
have a hoard of smelt dip- 
pers in your back yard. 
Another reason is that every 
tributary to Higgins Lake is 
a designated trout stream 
and open to fishing only 
during the regular trout 
season, 

Perhaps these problems 
can be solved in the future. 
At present however, it is un- 
lawful to dip smelt in 
Higgins lake and_ its 
tributaries.

The Yellowing 
of Fabrics 


by Gail Edwards 
Extension Home Economist 

The yellowing of fabrics is 
one of the most common 
laundering problems. 
Yellowing is usually caused 
by one of two things: A build- 
up of body soil or the in- 
complete removal of deter- 
gent residue. 

Body soil can build up 
when: 

* Insufficient detergent is 
used in the wash. 

¢ You wash your clothes in 
water that’s too cool. 

* You mistakenly treat 
synthetics as ‘‘delicate”’ and 
wash them in short, gentle 
and cool washes. 

* You hand wash synthe- 
tics in a light duty detergent. 

To correct the problem: 

¢ Increase the amount of 
detergent and/or use a 
product containing enzymes, 
detergent booster or bleach. 

¢ Increase the water tem- 
perature. Wash items in the 
hottest water safe for the 
fabric. The hot water setting 
on the washer is the temper- 
ature of the house hot water 
supply when it reaches the 
washer. Ideally, the hot

Usea 
permanent press cycle with 
a cool-down time that lowers 
the water temperature 
before the first spin. Be sure 
to increase the amount of 
detergent and/or use a 
detergent booster and 
bleach. 

¢ If your synthetic is ex- 
tremely discolored and can- 
not be bleached, soak it in a 
product containing enzymes 
or a detergent booster. You 
can also treat your syn- 
thetics with a color remover 
by following package direc- 
tions and washing after- 
wards. 

To prevent yellowing from 
occurring: 

¢ Use sufficient detergent 
in every wash. 

* Wash items in the hottest 
water that is safe for the 
fabric. 

¢ Launder synthetics fre- 
quently in a washer for a 
short period with water at 
least 100° F and with a laun- 
dry detergent.

Anyone escaping from the 
compound is a five minute 
walk from the most public 
area of the largest state park 
in the lower peninsula.

Residents and visitors 
have learned to live with oc- 
casional “Range 30 
serenades” in their front 
yards, must they also cope 
with a prison in their back 
yards? Property values 
won’t increase as a result of 
this addition and taxes cer- 
tainly won’t go down. The 
rather vague mention of the 
possibility of a few jobs for 
local residents is also small 
Colmpensation at vest. 

We all need to be concern- 
ed about the quality and 
number of our corrections 
facilities but the expansion 
of Camp Lehman won't solve 
the problem. The hundreds 
of thousands of acres of state 
land in many sparcely popu- 
lated areas of Michigan 
should make it unnecessary 
to build a medium security 
prison within a state park.

Leadership Needed 
EDITOR’S NOTE: Through a 
request and the approval of George 
Griffith we reprint the following arti- 
cle that appeared in the Michigan 
Trout magazine. 


To the Natural Resources 
Commission, 

Over the years, the Com- 
mission, and its predeces- 
sors, have acted, and failed 
to act, on many issues. In the 
40’s, the Game Division of 
the DNR was involved in a 
sometimes bitter fight over 
control and enhancement of 
Michigan’s deer herd. 
Through shear tenacity and 
a very real concern for the 
deer population, the Game 
Division affected regulations 
that virtually saved the deer 
herd from those who 
mistakenly thought they 
were acting to protect it. 

Similarly, in 1985, the 
Wildlife Division sought to 
institute a dove hunting sea- 
son, fighting the same 
groups they have in the past. 
The effect on the resource 
(doves) and the economic ef- 
fects of instituting such a 
season were the primary 
concerns of the Division. 
This action was, unfortu- 
nately, stopped by the 
courts. 

During the period of these 
battles, the Fisheries 
Research Institute was 
becoming nationally known, 
and their findings were put 
to good use in many other 
states. The Fisheries Divi- 


sion of Michigan’s DNR, 
dominated by the Hatchery 
section, refused to recognize 
this work and act upon the 


findings. The head of the In- | 


stitute, Al Hazzard, was ef- 
fectively forced from his 
position and subsequently 
moved to a similar post in 
Pennsylvania, where the 
work was recognized for its 
value, and put to good use. 

During this time, espe- 
cially the 1950s, concerned 
fishermen were ignored 
when they asked for an ac- 
counting of the Hatchery 
Program, The policy and 
philosphy of such an intense 
hatchery program is counter 
to the accepted principles of 
effective fisheries manage- 
ment. the intense stocking of 
Michigan’s streams has 
meant the total dis- 
appearance of some strains 
of trout indigenous only to 
Michigan waters. 

The Hatchery Section’s 
budget was the biggest in the 
Department, going full 
speed ahead while the trout 
fishery in Michigan steadily 
declined. Thinking, serious 
anglers grew more and more 
concerned with this concern 


eaaultine in tha fanmatian af 
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Trout Unlimited. Within two 
years of its formation, 
several of Michigan’s great- 
est trout streams were no 
longer stocked with hatchery 
fish, and the fishing, and 
fish, got better! 

Much progress was made 
in this area while the 
Fisheries Division ignored 
its own scientific findings, 
preferring to call special 
regulations ‘‘social issues’’ 
rather than resource issues. 

In 1950, Governor Williams 
appointed Don McLouth and 
me to the DNR Commission. 
We were the only Com- 
missioners who purchased 
Trout Stamps and Grouse 
Licenses at that time. 
During our tenure no new 
trout policies were offered 
by the Fisheries Division; as 
they do today, they dodged 
the issues, favoring the 
hatchery program over true 
fisheries. 

The strong leadership 
demonstrated by the Wildlife 
Division is dismally lacking 
in our Fisheries Division. 
Treating issues such as no- 
kill and other special regu- 
lations as merely social is to 
ignore the vast body of scien- 
tific knowledge, much of it 
developed here in Michigan, 
that has been put to use in 
many other states. We need 
strong, forward thinking 
leadership within the 
Fisheries Division, leaders 
who are willing to tear down 
the old structures that have 
proved themselves to be use- 
less in developing Michi- 
gan’s trout fishery into what 
it can be. The economic im- 
pact of the outstanding 
fishery Michigan can and 
should develop can be great. 
The economic drain of a 
hatchery-dependent fishery 
can be easily seen— “If You 
Seek An Environmentally 
Unsound Pork-barrel, Look 
About You.”

Chamber Chatter: gas mask key chains, “‘I survived 39 tons 
of emission chemicals in 1987” T-shirts, ‘‘Gas Mask 
Regatta’. And “‘slimicide’’ — put it in cans and sell it to the 
kids.
